The explosion, aroused

Lund for current expenses. He call- 
ed attention to the fact that the pres- 
ent hospital is not provided with 
stoves and that improvements are 
imperative to make the hospital at 
all available.

In ren- 
dering his finding the judge said 
that there was no question but that 
the defendant had assaulted the pros- 
ecuting witness, Brockerman, but felt 
that the circumstances surrounding 
the case had much to do with the as- 
sault. The use of a hatchet, in com- 
mitting the assault, tie said, was 
rather unusual, and while not exact- 
ly justifiable, was probably excusable 
and said that the evidence showed 
that whatever the defendant did he 
did in self-defense.

robbery could be carried on. At least 
he indicates that such was the case 
in Ms admissions. 


A few days ago Superintendent 


Gcrsline, of the Fort Wayne police 
department, was in Indianapolis, and 
with Detective Asch, of th'at city,, 
visited Cantrell in jail.

Asch is one of the best known and 
most capable officers of the Indian- 
apolis secret service, and the revela- 
tions concerning Cantrell and his 
gang are in a very large measure due 
to the energy and intelligence of his 
efforts.

TTSED A CLOTHESLINE. 


Some time previous nobody can say 


precisely when, Professor Siemon had 
procured a long section of clothesline 
from the attic of the residence where 
the family wash is occasionally hung 
to dry. 
This rope had evidently 


been secreted in his room until on 
Sunday morning came the opportun- 
ity for its use. The two ends were 
tied together, then the rope was 
doubled again and the knotted ends 
passed through a loop formed by the 
four strands of the line, making a 
running noose. 
Mounting a chair 


the demented man had placed the 
noose about his neck and threw the 
tied ends over the high post of the 
head of his bed. Then kicking the 
chair from beneath his feet the vic- 
tim sank to strangulation, his feet 
but a few inches above the floor. 


The bedstead to which he attached 


the rope is of very high pattern, con- 
structed of iron, and has a canopy 
top. In standing upon tlle chair the 
man's head must have come to within 
a few inches of the top and the rope 
was arranged to suspend its victim 
about eighteen inches below the knob 
at the top of the post. In kicking 
the chair from beneath him, one of 
his feet had penetrated the cane seat. 


FOUND A KEVOLVEE. 


Professor Siemon was attired only 


in big underclothing and had evi- 
dently conceived the idea of self- 
destruction at once upon arising, as 
it is the opinion of physicians that 
the body was hanging not to exceed 
twenty-five minntes.

VOTING MACHINES. 


L:!e Indianapolis News prints an 


elaborate exhibition of figures pur- 
posed to show the economies and 
other advantages derived from use 
of voting' machines. Taking the vote 
cast for secretary of state in the re- 
cent Indiana elections as a basis, the 
Nows-computes the cost 01 each vote 
cast at 49 cents, bringing; the grand 
nr-grcg-ate cost of the election in the 
state up to $202,384. The News es- 
timates that by machine voting- the 
cost to each voter can be reduced to 
IS cents, making- the total cost in the 
state 9105,532, or a total saving of 
$150,662. 


The voting machine law now on 


the Indiana statute books makes one 
minute the limit of time to vote and 
it provides that there shall be GOO 
voters to the precinct. Taking the 
Allen county vote on November 4 as 
a 'basis, approximately twenty-seven 
machines would be .needed. The vot- 
ing- machines now in use quite gen- 
erally in New York state cost $500 
each. Twenty-seven of these would 
cost $13,500. The total vote cast in 
Allen county at .the last election for 
secretary of state was 16,157. At 45 
cents cost each this would entail an 
expense of $7,270.65. At 18 cents 
each, the estimated cost of machines, 
the total cost of the same number of 
votes would be $2,918.26, a saving of 
34,253.39. Such a saving would in a 
few years equal the cost of the ma- 
chines. 
The expense might prove 


greater than the estimate, -but the 
saving1 
would, 
nevertheless, foe 


enough in the course of four.or five 


-asketl, which will enable t'he depart- / elections to pay for the machines. 
ment to establish rural delivery in

delivery has been established to an 
increase of 10 per cent, not including 
t3ie sale of money orders nn'd the reg- 
istration of letters. When completed 
the service will require 27,000 car- 
riers, 12,000 'being1 employed now.

The Jfarylancl 
experiment station has been feeding- a 
herd of common cows for several years 
and not in.? the effect of proper feed- 
ing on individuality. C. F. Doane, who 
reports on the results, s:ny^: "Xo very 
material results could be noticed the

Bussian Doukhobors, it is interesting- 
just now to hear from, a representa- 
tive and friend of these people. They 
have such a representative and friend 
in Joseph S. Elkintoii', of Philadel- 
phia, -an extremely rich 'and philan- 
thropic Quaker, who is their Ameri- 
can leader and commissioner. 


"Wihen the Doukhobors got 
leave 


from 
the Russian 
government to 


emigrate, Mr. Elkinton to'ok charge 
of the coHectioni of the American «m- 
igra'tion fuiid. 
He it was who -ob- 


tained, froin! the Cana'di'an. 'govern- 
ment permission fo-r them to settle in 
Canada, un:di fee arran'ged the terms 
through which they were to le'ceive 
120,000 'acres of land for nothing. 
When their ships arrived at Quebec 
he w-as at the wharf to meet them. 
He led them to their new home, &nd 
he superintended their settlement 
there. And since then he has visited 
them a number of times each year, 
and he has been in constant corres- 
pondence with their head men. Mr. 
Elkinton is now about to 'dtepart for 
Ottawa to prevent, if it be possible, 
the ruin, through a -religious mania, 
of the 8,000 Doukhobors of Canada. 


Strange and hourible are 'the stories 


that have come from. Yorkton of the 
religious mania of the Doukhobors. 


These people were from the be- 


ginning vegetarians, hut suddenly, 


about a year ago, their vegetarian- 
ism reached' such 'a height that they 
refused to eat, B'ot animals only, Taut 
all animal products— miilk, 
cheese, 


eggs, Gutter and the 'like. Then they 
came to the conclusion' that it was 
wrong to despoil 'animals for wear- 
ing app>arel, 'and they substituted 
cotton for woolen clothing. The next 
step in their 'dementia was their con- 
viction that all animals were free, 


nd tih-at to imprison them -and make 


them laibor was 'a sin against God. 
They liberated, accordingly, their 
flocks and herds, their horses and cat- 
tie 'and sheep, and they themselves 
thereafter did the -work that anim'als 
had done, g-etting between the shafts 
of heavy wagons 'and dragging plows, 
h'amessed with ropes. 


'TO 1EAVE HOHE. 


Then the climax came. They im- 


agined that they heard Grid's voice 
telling them to leave 
their homes

Capital punishment 
has been in 


vogue among all nations, both civi- 
lized and b-ii baric. But of all modes 
01 cnmtal punishment, whether by 
the hniigman's noose, or by decapita- 
tion, or slow stiangulation, 
or by 


burning at the stake, the most hor- 
rible way -tor any criminal to die is 
by the crucifixion mode— that form ot 
public execution which was practiced. 
among the Jews. Yet we see Christ 
as a common criminal, hang-ing; upon 
the cross and dying; by the most in- 
tense and agonizing form of suffier- 


g, mental and physical. 


Greek superscription over the cross 
are, to a great extent, m the mental 
condition in which the French infidel, 
Duroc, lived. Oiia day, when lie was 
making a bitter attack upon the re- 
ligion of the lord Jesus vinriat, and 
snetiing- at it as a Gospel fitted only 
for the ignorant and superstitious, 
iC.ipsleoii Boii.iparte turned to him 
and -.ad: "Duroc, I am much sur- 
prised at your statements. You seem 
to be .111 intelligent m.iii, ar.':l yet «-iiut 
your eyes to every one of the evi- 
dences oi Christianity. Though you 
charge Christians with being unreas- 
onable in their beliefs, you yourself 
are so unreasonable that you are -will- 
ing to ;iL-c£pt any thec-ry and believe 
any absurdity, as long as it is not 
found in the Bible.'1 
Such is the 


mental and spiritual conditions of 
many of those 
men who will not 


re'ad the Greek superscription over 
tlio cross. 


ILLUETEIOUS DISCIPLES. 


If the Bible d=es not satisfy the in- 


But though Jesus 


upon the cross as a common criminal, 
there is one vivid distinction which 
singles his death 
out from among 


all the crucifixions. 
That exception 


is the style of the superscription 
nailed above the cross. It was cus- 
tomary among- 
the 
Jews to place 


above the heads of the dying- a writ- 
ten statement descriptive of the 
crimes for which they were being ex- 
ecuted. But instead of declaring that 
Jesus Christ -was dying an ignumin- 
ous death for the sin of murder, or of 
blasphemy, or insurrection against 
the throne of Gaesar, 'the baard over 
the head of Christ had written upon 
it, in. three different languages, this 
one striking sentence: "This is the 
King of the 
Jews. 
Even in his 


degradation, humiliation, and death, 
God seems to have so 'ordered events 
that the very man who condemned 
Him to death should -nave acknowl- 
edged His i-oyolty, 
and thus pro- 


claimed to all the generations of all 
times the great 
-purpose for which 


Christ "was bora as a babe in Bethle- 
hem of Judea, for whicn he lived as 
a boy in Nazareth antt for which he 
died upon the 'cross for the salvation 
of men. 


Let me describe how the three lan- 


guages—the Greek, 
the Latin and 


the Hebrew—which were united in 
the superscription upon: the cross, nre 
symbolic of the 
universality 
of 


Christ's reign. 


THE LANGUAGE OF SCHOLARS. 
Greek was the language of learn- 


ing. In that realm our Divine Sav- 
iour is king—Lord of the intellect be- 
sides being ruler of the -heart. He is 
to be the dominating power in oar 
great universities and institutions o! 
learning1, as well as in our Christian 
Endeavor societies and humble meet- 
ing- houses in the backwoods. He is 
to be the companion of the scientist, 
like Henry 'Drummond, who goes 
forth into the great Temple of Na- 
ture to fin'd '*'A Natural Law in the 
Spiritual World," as well as the com- 
panion of David Livingston, whose 
greatest ambition, was to tell the sim- 
ple story of the Nativity to the ig- 
norant black man living among the 
African swamps or upon the banks of 
the Congo. He is to be the inspira- 
tion of Hugh, Miller's geological 
crowbar, and Agassiz's 
laboratory, 


and Isaac Newton's scientific instru- 
ments, and William Herschel's tele- 
scope, as well as the hope of the poor 
young girl dying in the springtime 
of youth who accepts Him as "the 
evidence of things not seen." 
The 


superscription must 'be in Greek, be- 
cause Christ has 
a mission to the 


learned, the cultured, the refined. The 
Greet language has always been the 
symbol of culture and refinement. 
It 


is the language of the poet and sculp- 
tor, and architect and musician, and 
philosopher and statesman. It is the 
language of intellectuality, because 
in the time of Christ it was exclu- 
sively the tongue of the literati, as 
the French language 
during the 


Nineteenth century 
was the court 


language of allEurope.So, in theGreek 
superscription written over the cross 
in symbol, Christ 
seems 
to 
say 


'•The Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ 
shall successfully appeal to the intel- 
lectual man as well as to theigiiorant, 
to the calm, cold, carefully-weighing 
scientific mind, as well as to the im- 
pulsive love of the little child. 


But though the superscripLisii ovei 


the cross had the sentence, ''This is 
the King of the Jews," written in 
the, Greek language, there are thous- 
ands and tens of thousands of inficla 
scoffers 
who continually sneer al 


Christ's name, and at the "Word of 
God." 
They pretend to think thai 


the religion of the Lord Jesus nevei 
appeals to the brain. 
They asser 


that the Gospel is only a relic of the 
superstitious and barbaric ages, 
only for shallow, 
effeminate 
men 


sentimental women and sick children 
They affirm that the Bread of Life i 
cnly good for the one purpose of be 
ing rolled up into small, harmies 
pallets, to be fed to invalids to calm 
their nerves when they are very sick 
or hopelessly dying. 
These scoffin; 


infidels seem able to study every sci 
ence and law, calmly and deliberately 
and intelligently,

known as elements. They include all 
the metals, suoh as gold, iron, tin, 
and lead; a numbEtr of gases, such "as 
oxygen and nitrogen, -which together 
make the nir -we breathe; find various 
other substances, such as arsenic, 
phosphorus and iodine. 'All these man 
'has either found native in the earth 
or atmosphere, or has extracted from 
their ores; 'but in spite of all his test 
efforts no human being 'has ever suc- 
ceeded in making, any one of them. 


Man has ma'dc substances which 


nature never turned out of her labor- 
atory. 
Mi-. Aoheson, who invented 


the elictric furnace -with its furious 
heat of '7,000 degrees, first made 
carborundum, crystals of 
charcoal 


and sand and hard enoug'h to cut the 
very Diamond itself. 
Yet, with all 


possible effort, it seems beyond hu- 
man power to make any of the rarer 
gems which are dug from the depths 
of the ear*h. Diamonds 
certainly 


have been artificially mianufacturetl, 
but only the tiniest crystals. A stone 
tho size of the Koh-i-noor is beyond 
the ability of man to manufacture. 
He can get sufficient heat, 4mt the 
pressure is beyond ihumaai appliances. 


The essence of all animal life is 


protoplasm. The white of an egg Is 
almost pure protoplasm. 
By mixing 


together in the proper proportions 
four simple elements 
the experi- 


menter can produce a su'bstance which 
is chemically the 
same 'as proto- 


plasm. The same, ana yet entirely 
different, for the mixture is without 
life, and no am'ount of -warming or 
electrifying can give it llhe life which 
even a humble shellfish enjoys in 
such perfection. The simplest known 
form of life, the aimoeiba, a-ppears to 
be1 nothing 
but a little globule of 


•protoplasm. 
Yet it lias life -\vihich 


the cleverest man cannot give ito his 
imitation compound.

One, 
in'digo, has lately been successfully 
copied 'by a German scientist. 
His 


invention spells ruin to the indigo- 
growing industry in India. The t.-.vo 
on which efforts are at present most 
strongly concentrated are India rub- 
ber and gutta percha. Of 'both these 
indispensable materials the natural 
supply utterly fails to meet the de- 
mand. The world pi'ooaices less than 
230,000 'hundredweight of In'dia rub- 
ber yearly, and could use 'double tlie 
amount.

whisky. The beau can, however, be 
taken, as-it is-and a "most exhilarating 
effect" is said to be produced by do- 
ing- so. 


These beans are advertised as having- 


"all the virtue of 'the best whiskeys, 
without the deleterious effect," and 
this assurance, combined with the fact 
that they can be eaten instead of 
being drunk will, no doubt, make them 
appear unobjectionable to many young- 
people who could not be induced to 
taste any kind of liquor. 
Parents1 


should warn their children, little and 
big, that all stimulants are danger- 
ous, and, as a rule, especially dp^gcr- 
ous to those who -feel the greatest 
need of them or desire for them. 
Children should be taught that the 
worst feature of alcoh-olic liquors does 
not consist in the fact that they pos- 
sess qualities which.are'directly inju- 
rious, but in, their seductiveness—in 
the fact that the usfe of theni, even in 
moderation, tends to create an appe- 
tite for them which grows into a crav- 
ing that becomes more and more in- 
satiable. It is true that this result is 
not felt by everyone who uses alcoholic 
liquors moderately, but the fact that 
Eome persons are not as liable as oth- 
ers to contract the craving for alcohol 
does not make the warning less neces- 
sary or less urgent; because those who 
consider themselves most safe before 
they begin to drink are often the very 
ones who become the most helpless 
md hopeless slaves of the craving for 
alcohol. 


And all stimulants and narcotics have 


In a greater or less degree this same 
tendency to enslave anyone who al- 
lows himself to use them habitually. 
The greater and more-pleasurable the 
effect at the moment, the greater the 
ganger. 


Even coffee, which is a helpful tonic 


and stimulant when properly used, 
brings some persons into ,1 very harin- 
tul bondage, and should, therefore, 
Hunk, be looked upon as a medicine, 
rather than as a font]; although «-t 
believe that it is a food also. 
It is 


better for young people to nbslain 


. from coffee or tea as long-as possible 


(ve think. 


It is liot only young persons, how- 


ever, who need to be warned against 
the danger that lurks in stimulants 
and narcotics. Grown persons are 
often far too ready to resort to such 
things, and are very apt to increase 
their use of them gradually, but, stead- 
Jy, without re;iimng that they are 
making trouble for themselves iu the 
future.—N. Y. Witness.

Not only, 
therefore, is it unnecessary for them to 
remain open at night, but they would 
be robbed if they did, for the night fly- 
ing Insects would steal their honey 
while being incapable of fertilizing 
them. 
By closing their blossoms at 


night they save their honey to attract 
the day flying insects and get paid for 
It by the pollen that these insects bring 
them. 


There are flowers that sleep during 


the day and open at night and others 
that give out their sweetest odor nt 
night, all to attract the particular in- 
sects that fertilize them. The day In- 
sects would not give them anything in 
return for the honey they took, but (he 
night Insects give them the pollen they 
need; so they sleep during the day and 
open all their attractions at night.

SPOONER ACT GIVES -HIM A 


DEAL OP LATITUDE. 


Washington, Nov. 20.—The check 


in the negotiations with Colombia 
relative to the Pai^nii canal lias 
given great encouragement to 
-the 


friends of the Nicarag-uan project and 
the first evidence of -renewed 'activity 
on their part was the appearance 'at 
the state department today of Seuor 
Corea, Nicaragnaii minister to Wasti- 
ingtou. 
Secretary Say has never 


taken the ground that the negotia- 
tions1 with Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
were terminated by the passage of 
tho Spooner <act. On the 'contrary 'he 
has felt called upon to direct the at- 
tention of the Colombian government, 
at moments when the negotiations 
have- lagged or unseemly delay in- 
tervened, to ths fact that under sec- 
tion four of the Spooner -act if !he is 
unable to obtain a satisfactory title 
from the Panama company and uhe 
control of the necessary territory in 
Colombia by treaty, then he is re- 
quired to obtain, such territory from 
Costa Rica !aud Nicaragua. 


A NICARAGUA BOOM. 


The present 
ihitch tin the Colom- 


bian, negotiations has therefore en- 
couraged the Mcaraguan 'contingent 
and it is now sadd to be probable that 
to emphasise his repeated -declara- 
tion that tile action: of congress in the 
passage 'of the Spooner 'amendment 
did not finally 'commit the 
United 


States to the acceptance of the Pan- 
ama route. Secretaay Say may pro- 
ceed to draw up a treaty with. Nica- 
ragua aaid Costa Bdca on the lines of 
the protocols 
laid 
before the last 


senate and submit it to the senate at 
its next session1, along with such a 
treaty with Colombia as he may toe 
able to conclude. In- Uhis way the 
senate itself might decide whether 
or not the Colombian treaty is satis- 
factory 'amid if it should ded.de in the 
negative then it will have at hand 
the Nacaa'a'gufl'ii-Costa Rica treaty, -so 
flhat there will he no excuse for delay 


the canal project. 


As for the Colombian negotiations, 


it can he stated that the United 
States has now 'gene to the practical 
end of the concessions it is willing to 
make; it has Teceived from. Colombia 
a memorandium, noting 'a noimher of 
objections 
to its proposed treaty. 


Some of these have been 'admitted to 
be well taken, but the great majority 
have been regarded as either in con- 
tradiction, of the terms of ithe Spocn- 
•er uct or inadmissible for other rea- 
sons. 
The Colombian minister Hiere 


has been notified 
cf the decision 


rea-chsd and is expected to make fur- 
ther reply either accepting or reject- 
ing our last -proposition. 


OBJECTIONS NOT MATERIAL. 
The state department does not re- 


gard! the objections lodged by Co- 
lombia as material; the Colombians 
on their part think that they !are 
vital. Sudh, for instance, is the dif- 
ference -over the tenure of the United 
States tin. the canal strip. This has 
been' 'alluded to before 'as one easy -ot 
•adjustment, but it now appeal's that 
the Colombians d(o not see their way 
to accepting ft.ny of tlie compromis- 
ing- propositions on 'this point offer- 
ed by tho United States. 


Prominent senators, who -have been. 


consulted by the state department, 
have indicated their strong opposi- 
tion to the acceptance of a hundred 
years' lease with provision for re- 
newal 'as sufficient to meet the pro- 
visions of the Spooner act. Nothing- 
less than "perpetual control," >as set 
dowoi in the act will satisfy them. 
Tihe Colombians say that would be a 
violation -of their constitution. 
But 


a careful reading- of the Colombian 
constitution 
by the officials 
hen 


does not satisfy them that there is 
•any such prohibition against alieii'a- 
tion of territory as is represented.

made it impossible to see more than 
a very few feet 'distant. In some 
manner Walters miscalculated 
the 


length of the car upon -which he was 
walking and stepped into the open- 
ing -between* two 'box cars. He fell 
in such a manner that both legs were 
•across tlie rail, and though, the train 
was moving slowly it was impossi- 
ble for Walters to scramble out 
-of 


harm's way. 
The wheels of several 


cars passed over "both legs below the 
knes, mangling 
the limibs in a 


frightful manner. 


M"o other members of the crew wit- 


nessed Walters' fall 'and. they were 
unaware of the accident. 
For lialf 


an hour the frightfully injured man 
lay bleeding beside >tihe tracks until 
yard 
employes happening to pass 


that way accidentally found him. 
Though veiy weak from shock aoid 
loss of blood, Walters had not lost 
consciousness, and as the yardnieii 
approached him he said; 


"Here I amj with both, legs off." 
The injured man retained a cour- 


age that was remarkable through, all 
liis suffering. The Barnett ambulance 
was hastily summoned <and Walters 
'yras conveyed as carefully as possi- 
ble, to St. Joseph's (hospital, which. 
was reached at 3 o'clock. The sur- 
geons saw at ones that there was no 
chance to save either of the limbs, 
and the operation was performed at 
3:30 o'clock by Dr. C. B. Stemsn, as- 
sisted by Dr. E. J. HDcOscar, Dr. A. 
H. Mac-Beth and Dr. Griebel, interim 
at the institution. The left leg was 
•amputated at the lower third >-i tlia 


leg, 
and the right leg at the miu'd.o 


of the middle third. 


Walters is about 25 years of age, 


married, iind has been in the em- 
ploy of -ths Pennsylvania company 
since September. He would not per- 
mit liis wife to be notified of tihe -ac- 
cident until after she had risen for 
the day, and the first news of her 
husband's mishap was carried to her 
atcut 7 o'clock that morning. 
The 


injured man rallied nicely from the 
operation and maintains a, cheerful 
courage that is greatly in his favor. 
Dr. Stemen says that while the out- 
come of such a severe injury is al- 
ways problematical for a time, the 
indications in the present case thus 
far were encouraging for Walters' re- 
covery.
